Before rheumatism can develop, there must 
first exist an intestinal poisoning. The funda- 
mental causes of chronic rheumatism are prac- 
tically the same and, in fact, the chronic form 
often develops after a case of acute rheumatic 
fever which has been improperly treated. 

In all rheumatic disorders, 
the primary causes lie in the 
poisoning which comes from 
intestinal reabsorption of tox- 
ins In the slower developing 
forms of rheumatism, such as 
in articular rheumatism the 
body gradually becomes filled 
with those certain poisons 
peculiar to rheumatism. The 
irritating effect of these 
poisons upon the joints pro- 
duces the painful symptoms. 
The body is literally flooded with morbid ma- 
terial and these poisons are deposited in the 
joints as the blood passes throug# these parts. 

In the cure of all forms of chronic rheuma- 
tism, the patient's blood must be thoroughly 
cleansed of all toxic material Even this does 
hot guarantee the permanency of cure which 
Gepends upon the proper functioning of the 
colon where the rheumatic toxins are first de- 
veloped. The prolapsed or sagging colon must 
be corrected; the muscular tone of the intes- 
tines must be improved; colitis must be elimin- 
ated, and the patient must do everything pos- 
Sible to produce at least one movement for each 
meal eaten during the day. 


When either chronic muscular rheumatism 
or arthritis has fully developed, it is a discour- 
aging task to try to bring about a cure through 
any simple dietetic change. The fasting cure will 
do more in a week or two than one can hope to 
atcompilish in many months through treatment 
with less redical dietetic changes. 

The best fast for the purpose is a fast where 
large quantities of water ere used and no food 
except small amount of fruit juices such as the 
juice of oranges, grapefruit or tomato The diet 
afterwards should consist of well balanced meals, 
but with a mininum amount of starches and 
sugars. A reasonable amount of protein such as 
eggs and mest, can be used with sefety 

In all cases under the proper trestment, it 
is possible for the patient to completely lose 
all of the soreness in the muscles or joints. 

The principal point I want to bring out is 
that the permanent cure depends entirely on the 
proper functioning of a clean, healthy color. 
The colon must be in a good position so that 
there are no pockets nor kinks in which poison- 
ous fecal matter can accumulate. 

The muscles of the colon must have a good 
tone so that norma] peristalsis takes place. The 
external abdominal muscles must be strong in 
order to hold the intestinal organs in their nor- 
mal positions. When these organs are in good 
position and able to function properly, it is 
also essertia] that the right food should be used. 

From a dietetic standpoint, perhaps the most 
important point to remember is that good food 
combinations should be used, and as with al] 
disorders due to faulty elimination, it is a good 
plan for the one with e tendency to the rheuma- 
tie diesthesis to eat large quantities of the non- 
starchy vegetables, both cooked and uncooked. 
Tt is, in fact, often advisable to “stuff” on these 
vegetables for at least a short time in order 
to provide plenty of harmless bulk 

The general treatment I have outlined may 
be expected to bring about a lasting cure, if 
continued for a sufficient length of time 

Before giving up hope of relief from rheuma- 
tism, follow the treatment I recommend tw see 
how much you will benefit. I will be glad to 
send you an afticle on Rheumatism together 
with a diet and instructions for taking the 
enema if write to me, enclosing one 
large self-addressed envelope and 6c in stamps.
